Illustrations of the movement are 
given in chapters on municipal pension plans for 
policemen, firemen, and teachers ; also the military 
pensions of the federal government and southern states, 
The appendix supplies bibliography, forms used by 
firms and corporations, text of bills, and laws on the 
subject.
